An Early Restart 


We have detailed the finds of “Fast Eddie” Rosellini 
before... he’s one of those guys we all know who 
just seems to find things. This time it’s a very early 
example of the restart of M1 production at Springfield 
Armory during the Korean War. 
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Although there is a lot of uncertainty about the 1952- 
53 period, many students believe the very first restart 
rifles were built on leftover WWII receivers in the 3.8 
million serial range. The assigned serial block for the 
restart began at 4200001, but 6,080 rifles were delivered 
in fiscal year 1952 that ended June 30, 1952. It is likely 
that at least some of these were assembled on receivers 
from 1945. The difficulty in identifying them by barrel 
date stems from the fact that early 1952 barrels are 
common on rebuilt rifles. Thus, observations like 
3862793 with 1 52 barrel and 3879403 with 3 52 barrel 
could be either part of early 1952 production or simple 
rebuilds. Neither appeared to be totally original when 
recorded. Scott Duff discussed this dilemma as long 
ago as the Fall 1999 Journal. 


Fiscal 1953 began July 1, 1952. Some rifles recorded 
by Scott appeared to be part of the earliest restart 
production:

Those first early guns were accepted under James L. 
Guion’s tenure and the stocks are stamped SA/JLG. 


The exact number so marked is not known, but 
collectors have used 30,000 as a very rough guess. 
The Defense Acceptance Stamp wasn’t used until 
the middle of 1953 (Canfield says August, Duff says 
September) but in any case, in fiscal 1954 that began 
July 1, 1953, and probably prior to 50,000 guns. 


Featured Rifle 4223507 carries a 12 52 barrel so could 
not have been made prior to December. It is only 
23,500 into the new serial block and would be expected 
to have a JLG stock. Scott Duff’s DCM rifle 4203002 
carries an undated Marlin barrel but also has a JLG 
stock (Featured Rifle, Fall 2020 Journal). Both rifles 
appear mint and original.

If you had a brand new, never fired since manufacture 
in January 1943 M1 Garand US Navy Service Rifle 
still in its original wrap would you take it out and 
shoot it? And then hunt with it? Well, NO, neither 
would I. But I did just that with a Remington 720. 


After Pearl Harbor, all the services wanted M1 
rifles. The Navy was on the bottom of the list, and 
they couldn’t even get M1903’s. Remember that the 
Marines fought at Guadalcanal with their M1903’s. 
The Navy purchased all the “SPRINGFIELD 
CAL.30 1906” 720s they could get as a substitute 
for the M1, (just under 1,000 of a total production 
of about 2,500). The Army took delivery from 
Remington. After inspection, the rifles were stamped 
with an Ordnance Wheel and a FJA cartouche. The 
Navy intended to use them, therefore the 720 is a 
true Navy Martial Arm. However, by the time they 
were received from the Army, the Navy had enough 
M1903 and M1903A3 rifles to suffice, allowing 
the 720s to be put in storage. For more details, see 
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Jim Morell’s excellent article, “Drafted But Never 
Served, The Remington 720” in the May 2001 issue 
of American Rifleman and a chapter in John F. Lacy’s 
book, “The Remington 700.” 


The 720 was the Navy’s premier Secretary of the 
Navy Trophy Rifle from the time they started being 
awarded sometime in the mid-1960s, until early in the 
1980’s when the Navy started to run out. The Marines 
received half of them and awarded them at a slower 
rate. I was sitting with Colonel Dick Brown USMC 
(retired), the Navy’s Small Arms Program Manager, 
in the shade above the 1,000 yard firing line during 
the Interservice Rifle Match at MCB Quantico, VA 
and asked him what he was going to do when he ran 
out of 720’s. He said not to worry as he had a lot of 
M1 Garands to award. He then issued a new Naval 
Sea Systems Command Instruction directing how 
the SECNAV trophy rifles were to be awarded. It 
decreased the number of 720’s awarded each year, 
but started awarding fairly large number of Standard

Grade MK 2 Mod 1 7.62mm NATO Garand rifles. A 
year or two later, anew NAVSEA Instruction started 
awarding cal..30 M1 Garands as 2nd place awards. 
Dick said that the Marines had returned about 4,000 
new since rebuilt by the Marines (the famous “O- 
65 and O-66” rifles) back to Navy control. Dick 
immediately gave half of them back to the Marines 
under control of the Weapons Training Battalion at 
Quantico (which is the home for the Marine Corps 
Rifle and Pistol Teams) to award as SECNAV 
trophy rifles. 

I had started shooting for the Navy with the M1 rifle 
in the Fall of 1971. I was selected for the Pacific 
Fleet Rifle team which shot the All-Navy Matches 
in June 1972, and was released from active service 
at the end of June 1972. I was then selected for the 
Naval Reserve Rifle Team to shoot the National Rifle 
Matches at Army National Guard Base Camp Perry 
in August of 1972. I continued to be a member of that 
team, seriously shooting each spring and summer 
but never won a SECNAV trophy rifle until 1982 
when large numbers of rifles started to be awarded. 
The first rifle that I won is Remington 720 number

41513, manufactured in January 1943. Up until that 
time, to win a 720 you had to win the match. When 
they started using the 720 as the premier award 
for special performance with a MK2 Mod | as Ist 
place award, and a cal..30 M1 as a 2nd place award 
it was much easier to win a rifle. The rule was that 
you could not win more than two rifles of any type 
in a year. 

The Navy finally ran out of 720’s about 1996. At 
that time, they stopped awarding the standard grade 
MK2 Mod | rifles and started awarding the match- 
conditioned Grade B MK2 Mod 1 rifles. From a 
shooter's point of view, getting a match-conditioned 
M1 Garand was much more desirable than a standard 
grade rifle. The Navy is still awarding these match- 
conditioned and standard-grade cal..30 M1 Garand 
rifles. Since they have not been awarded in 25 years, 
the standard-grade MK2 Mod 1 rifles are getting 
more difficult for collectors to find. 


As I started winning more trophy rifles, I thought 
about that special first rifle. I had taken it out of the 
wrap and handled it frequently, and it got a few dings. 
I had known two active-duty sailors that had shot

Dear Commander Adell: 
Your letter of April 8, 1987 has been forwarded to this office for reply. 


The Model 720 rifle was introduced in 1941 and discontinued in 1944. The 
serial number history and quantities produced are essentially as you list 
in your letter. Our records are not complete however and it is entirely 
possible for rifles outside the serial number ranges can exist. 


We manufactured 2427 Model 720 rifles from 1940 to 1944. Approximately 

1000 were sold to the U. S. Navy Department during 1942. They were chambered 
for the 30-06 Springfield cartridge. The serial numbers were issued from 

the 40,000 into the 42,000 block. 


On the subject of U. S. Navy use of the Model 720 - our records reveal that 
the Navy Department did not use the approximately 1000 Model 720 rifles that 
were purchased during 1942. However, during 1964 they started releasing the 
rifles for use as award trophies under the title of “Secretary of the Navy" 
and "Secretary of Defense" by the Navy and Marine Corps. 


Thank you for writing to us, and we hope the above information will be of 
some value to you. We have also attached highlights concerning the Model 720 
and perhaps will be of interest to you.

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their 720’s. So, why not me? I took it to the range and 
shot enough to get a good 100 yard zero. At the time, 
I worked with a friend who lived on 140 acres about 
a 25-minute drive from my home, and it was full of 
deer. I decided to take it hunting for both elk and 
deer. I hunted for several weeks but never saw an elk. 
The deer were fairly unconcerned about people, so I 
spent a lot of time dry firing on does. When I finally 
gave up on seeing elk, it was getting into the deer 
breeding season, and the deer became much harder 
to stalk. 


The Buckhorn sight on the 720 is difficult to use 
in that the front sight bead would completely cover 
a deer at distances over 100 yards. It gave me an 
appreciation for the old-time hunters with their 
lever-action Winchester and Marlin rifles that had 
similar sights. I finally got close enough to a deer to 
properly place my shot and was successful. I haven’t 
fired my 720 since then, but it was a thrill for me to 
successfully hunt with it. 
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Every once in a while, the perfect gift 
opportunity presents itself. Our friend and 
mentor was retiring from the Marines after 
37 years of service. What does a group of 
former Marines present to a retiring general 
officer of Marines? An M1 Garand is the 
obvious choice. 


LtGen Jon Davis had an impressive career, 
to be certain. Initially trained on the AV-8A 
Harrier, he later transitioned to the AV-8B 
having now flown all variants of the aircraft. 
He even had the opportunity to fly the RAF 
version as an exchange pilot. Forward- 


| thinking was his hallmark, but I believe he 


would want to be best known as watching 
the backs of those Marines he commanded 
and with whom he served. It is this latter 


| aspect that we four former Marine Harrier 


pilots wished to celebrate. 


Once the decision to find an M1 was made, 
the question became, “Which one?” As the 
group’s representative, I was discussing 
it with a GCA friend and retired Marine. 


_ He suggested one marked 0-6x, a known 


USMC rebuild mark, to guarantee USMC 


| provenance. Why didn’t I think of that? I 


immediately posted a “wanted to buy” on 
the CMP MI Garand marketplace forum 
and received an offer within fifteen minutes. 
This person, as it turned out, is a GCA 
member as well as a retired Marine and was 
eager to assist us. After learning to whom 
this rifle would be presented, he offered 
it to us at his purchase price. The rifle is 
a 4.2 million SA CMP Special Grade in 
.308 Winchester marked with the telltale 
0-66 on the receiver flat, (see the excellent 


article by Jeremy Cheek in Summer 2004 
GCA Journal detailing USMC rebuild 
rifles). This is an essentially new rifle 
that has been recently rebuilt by the 
CMP armorers. 


In a pre-retirement afternoon gathering 
at his home, we finally were able to 
assemble guests for the presentation in 
the garden. With his two Marine officer 
sons at his side, LtGen Davis was initially 
speechless when presented with the M1. 
} As ahistorian, he accurately related to the 
audience what he was holding. Knowing 
that this was actually a USMC rifle made 
it even more special. 


| The next day we were present for the 
| actual retirement ceremony at Marine 
Barracks (8th and I), Washington, D.C. 
Under a very warm summer sun, General 
Robert B. Neller, Commandant of the 
Marine Corps, presided. The Marines 
Corps Drum and Bugle Corps, Marines 
from Marine Barracks Companies A 
and B as well as the Marine Corps 
Color Guard demonstrated their world- 


renowned skills. Naturally, the Marines 
passed in review carrying M1’s that still 
serve with distinction. Considering the 
MI we gave LtGen Davis, it was very 
fitting to see Marines still using the rifle 
for ceremonial purposes. 


For a person that has dedicated so much 
of his life to serve our nation, we know 
he is looking forward to giving his 
family more time. Families of service 
members share their loved ones’ time 
with others and we salute their sacrifice 
as well. We expect, though, that he will 
have a few moments to take his new M1 
to the rifle range.

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MY FAVORITE GARAND

In 1964 I was 23 and had been a police officer for 
about eight months. We had made a fairly typical 
arrest, but one that required medical treatment before 
we could book the suspect into the central jail. That 
meant taking him to L.A. County General Hospital. 
When we arrived, a nurse called the hospital police 
to escort us to the E.R. That’s when I met Sergeant 
Charles Alexander. During the half-hour we were 
there, Alex and I discovered both of us were gun guys 
and exchanged numbers. It was the beginning of a life- 
long friendship. 


The first time I went to Alex’s home in Temple City 
to see his gun collection, I spent a couple of hours as 
he gave me a tour of about 150 rare and collectible 
handguns and rifles. One of them was an M1 rifle 
that looked brand new...because it was! Interrupting 
stories about what he did as a Naval Aviator in World 


War II and Korea, Alex stopped long enough to tell me 
about the Garand. 


Back in 1956, Alex saw a notice in The American 
Rifleman magazine that the Director of Civilian 
Marksmanship (DCM) was selling M1 rifles, issue 
grade for $98 and National Match for $125. Alex 
said that he immediately sent $98 for a regular rifle. 
However, the rifle he received was a National Match 
M1. When he notified the DCM by letter, he received 
a reply saying that it was their mistake and that Alex 
could keep the National Match rifle for $98. 


A glitch in the process was that the last digit was left 
off of the serial number on the DCM document, so that 
instead of reading 6095438, the serial on the document 
was 609543. When Alex contacted the DCM again he 
was told to send the document back and they would 
replace it with the full serial number. When he showed 
the DCM paper to me I asked him why he didn’t send 
it back, and he said he wasn’t going to let it out of his 
sight, and besides, he thought it was “funny!” 


Through the years I visited Alex’s home at least a 
hundred times in addition to going shooting, out to 
dinner with him and his wife, and revisiting his still- 
growing gun collection. He was older than I and when 
he retired, I helped him move from the city up to Big 
Bear, California where we continued to meet and shoot 
our guns. But we never shot that still as-new Garand. 
By then I had a couple of M1’s of my own, one of them 
a National Match with papers, relatively few rounds 
having been fired through it. 


But my NM Garand was different from Alex’s, as it 
had NM machine-engraved on the left side of its barrel 
between the front sight and the gas cylinder ring, just 
like the M14 NM rifles I’d shot. 


Number 6095438, however, had NM followed by a 
5-pointed star on that area of its barrel. These letters 
were neat and appeared to be done by a stamp, but they 
weren't clear because they were flat letters on a round 
surface. I asked Alex what the star meant and he said 
he didn’t know.

When I retired, we moved to Colorado and I continued 
to visit Alex and his wife in Big Bear. By then I had 
written about 200 articles for gun magazines, and 
when I joined the GCA I told a friend, Walt Kuleck, 
about Alex’s M1. Walt asked me to get some photos 
of it for a story the next time I went out to Big Bear. 
When I did, I asked Alex if I could take his M1 apart 
to get some images for a story and he agreed. 


Taking 6095438 to a safe place, I eased the bolt 
forward and pulled the trigger group out to examine it. 
It looked like it had never been used and there was no 
bedding of any kind, just perfect machine inletting. I 
don’t believe in bumping the stock to free it from the 
rifle, so I held it vertical and hit the comb with the other 
hand until it disengaged. Still no special bedding, only 
a perfect mating of wood and metal. Despite not being 
glass bedded, however, the last four digits of the serial 
are written in the barrel channel. This was normally 
not done until 1960, and I have no explanation for it. 


Looking into the underside of the receiver, I saw 
almost no sign that the bolt had rubbed it in passing 
by, the Parkerizing barely looked marked. Around this 
area was semi-dry yellow grease which was GI issue 
at the time. I looked at the stock ferrule and found 543 
and a soft 8 . 


After examining the bolt face and op rod, I reassembled 
it and gave it back to Alex. “Did you ever fire this rifle?” I 
asked. Alex could tell I was shocked. With a half-smile, he 
held up his finger and said, “One clip!” “WHY?” I asked. 
“Tt was so accurate it scared me,” he answered. “They all 
went into the size of a fifty-cent piece at 100-yards off the 
bench.” Alex said that he had another Garand to shoot 
and he just didn’t take 6095438 out after that. As the years 
went by, it just became more valuable. 


When Alex and his wife had some health problems, 
I got involved with their trust. Sadly, Alex’s wife and 
daughter passed on, and he followed near the end 
of 2020 after almost 93 years. By then I had bought 
his M1. 


Unfortunately, all of the DCM documents and the 
letters could not be found, so I hoped to get a copy of 
the original by contacting the CMP, which has some 
of the remaining DCM documents. I learned that any 
verification would only contain the date, make, serial 
number, and whether it was indeed a National Match 
rifle. I sent a check for $25 but there was no record of 
a National Match M1 Rifle number 6095438 or under 
the erroneous serial 609345. I was also told that files 
before about 1993 were far from complete. 
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Ron Hockox’s Springfield Research book, “Serial 
Numbers of U.S. Martial Arms” details in numerical 
order hundreds of National Match M1 rifles, the year 
they were made and their disposition. I found one NM 
M1 issued to the late Franklin B. Mallory, founder of 
Springfield Research, one to the late Lt. Wil Piznak of 
Springfield Armory, and one to an old friend, the late 
Larry Noble of TRW, all issued in 1954! 


The 6090000 group began with 6090139 and ended 
with 6099906 (the highest record was 7087350, an 
obvious error) and many of them were dated 1957. Very 
few were consecutive, there were several numbers 
missing in between. The vast majority were shipped 
to the Army Marksmanship Unit, and the rest went to 
various clubs and shooting associations. 


M1 NM 6095438 has a barrel date of 6 56, and all 
numbered components are late Springfield. The op 
rod is 6535382-SA, the bolt is 6528287-SA over YOI, 
the trigger group is 6528290 SA, the hammer is SA 
D5546008 and the safety is SA 11. The windage knob 
is SA and HM. The standard rear sight is tight but 
unmarked. The handguard has standard play, as does 
the gas cylinder. 

The left side of the barrel is hand-stamped NM (the 
N and M are not perfectly in line) followed by a five- 
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pointed star. All the standard issue cleaning supplies 
are in the buttstock and the issued sling is ink-stamped 
MRT 5-55. 


The walnut stock has the circle P proof stamp on the 
front of the pistol grip and on the left side above the 
trigger guard is the Defense Acceptance Stamp with 
the gap in the box at the upper left. The surface of 
the stock and walnut handguards have been specially 
smoothed and sealed with what appears to be tung oil. 
What surprised me was that the stock is the standard 
pattern that is relieved forward of the magazine and is 
without the “belly” usually found on National Match 
stocks seen during the early 1960s. 


Five rounds of Match .30 caliber ammo were used to 
test NM M1’s at the beginning of the National Match 


MI program, and if the rifle passed all tests, the left 
side of the barrel was hand stamped NM. In response 
to criticism by the Army Rifle Team’s Bill Brophy, the 
number of test rounds was increased to 10 in late 1956 
for the 1957 shooting season. The star stamp designated 
the stricter test and was dropped when it became SOP. 


Around this time, Springfield probably began using 
an air gauge to examine the bores of NM barrels, and 
it might have found that the gauges would sometimes 
stick when they reached the area where the NM had 
been struck. In the 1958 booklet on National Match 
rifles Springfield made it clear that the NM mark was 
to be “INSCRIBED” and not hand stamped, not only 
on M1 rifles, but also NM M14’s after a number of 
barrels had been ruined by heavily stamping the NM. 
All TRW NM M14 barrels were not only air gaged, but 
also inscribed. 


Editor’s Note: Despite the booklet, most rifles 
continued to be aoe 
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The stamping of the NM and star on my M1 is fairly 
light, as the tips of the high and low points of the star 
and of the NM do not show. 


These early National Match M1 rifles are scarce in 
unaltered condition because many shooters added the 
latest modifications as they were permitted by NM 
regulations. All rifles held in government inventory 
were upgraded as new accuracy improvements 
were allowed. 


I’m not eager to test mine due to its extreme newness. 
These “Star Struck” rifles have never had an official 
Military designation, but collectors call them “Type 
1” National Match rifles. Whatever the total number 
of Type 1’s produced was, few of them exist in that 
original state because the National Match continued 
to be improved with things like stock glass bedding, 
improved sights, eliminating play in the gas cylinder 
and handguard. An NM and Star on the barrel of a 
later Type 2 denotes that the rifle had been a Type 1. 
If the barrel was replaced, the rifle simply became a 
regular M1 National Match. 


With all of this, number 6095438 is a collector’s 
treasure. The loss of its original DCM “birth certificate” 
with the 8 left off is unfortunate but not critical, the 
rifle stands on its own. Because of all of my experience 
with Alex’s rifle for the past 57 years, whether or 
not I ever shoot it, this rifle will always remain my 
favorite Garand. 
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I was contacted to help a GCA member sell his 
original WWII Gas Trap rifle that was found in 
Iceland after VE Day in 1945. In July 1941, the 
United States Marine Corps took over operations 
in Iceland from the British. In 1942, the Army 
took command through 1945. After VE day, the 
Army began dismantling Camp Jeffersonville, its 
post located just outside of Reykjavik near Lake 
Hafravatn. Locals watched Army personnel dump 
a lot of materials into the lake before leaving. After 
the Army had gone, they went out on the lake in 
boats and, using long poles and hooks, fished out 
some rifles and gear. A local policeman named 
Jonas retrieved Gas Trap rifle number 33776. It 
retained its original barrel and front end but was 
missing the stock, handguard, and trigger group. 
Jonas carved a stock and installed a trigger group 
to make it functional. Years later, Hinrik Steinsson, 
a GCA member in Iceland was able to purchase the 
rifle for his collection. Hinrik changed the trigger 
group to a version more correct for the rifle, cleaned 
and preserved it for future generations. This rifle 
was featured in the Spring 2010 GCA Journal. 


Hinrik and I emailed each other back and forth, 
working out the details of a possible sale and 
importation of the rifle. He obtained the required 
permits to export the rifle from Iceland, and I began 
the process of getting approvals and permits to 


import this most interesting Garand back into the 
United States. I contacted Simpson’s LTD in Illinois 
for help. Rich and Nica were extremely helpful in 
guiding me through the process. Approvals had to 
be obtained from the State Department and then the 
ATF before the rifle could be imported into the States. 
The State Department determines whether or not a 
weapon can be imported into the US from a foreign 
country, and the ATF gives the final authorization 
on importation of weapons. All paperwork was 
submitted and questions were answered. Approval 
was granted and the necessary permits and approvals 
were also granted by Iceland. 


With all the documents in hand, shipping was 
arranged. However, there remained hurdles to 
overcome, as the whole world was paralyzed by the 
Covid-19 pandemic, and just when things seemed 
to be gaining traction, a volcano erupted in Iceland 
further hindering travel and shipping! There were 
some tense moments until what seemed like forever 
finally passed, and the rifle made it back into the 
United States. With the help of their broker, 
Simpson’s cleared the rifle through US Customs. 
Once through Customs, an import marking was 
required by law to be added to the rifle. Nica at 
Simpson’s contacted me and we discussed where 
the mark could be placed. I agreed upon a spot and 
they did an outstanding job of making the marking 
as unobtrusive as possible while fulfilling the ATF 
requirements. No one likes to have import markings 
on his rifle but it is required by law and is now a 
part of the history of this one. It would not have 
been legally possible to import the rifle without it. 
Simpson’s did an outstanding job throughout this 
whole process, and I am very grateful for their help 
and their determination to work with me in bringing 
this rifle home.

The importation of rifle 33776 has presented 
another welcome opportunity: physical inspection. 
Examining a rifle through email and pictures can 
only provide so much information. A hands-on 
examination gives much more insight and detail. 


Examination of 33776 reveals many interesting 
points. Since the rear handguard was missing, the 
barrel heat lot and drawing number were easily 
examined. In many cases, the rear handguard is 
not removed on an original rifle, as damage can 
occur to the guard, so it becomes important to note 
vital information when it is available. The drawing 
number shows a dash between the D and the number 
28286, and the heat lot is machine-stamped after the 
drawing number.

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Some earlier Gas Trap barrels have the heat lot hand 
stamped in front of the drawing number and no dash 
between the D and the number. It is also interesting 
to note that the dash does not follow the usual 
sequence of markings in which a dash is first, then 
a space, then no space. An example is the rear sight 
cover: the first production was marked B-8872, then 
B 8872, finally B8872, then the drawing number was 
dropped. This is the most common progression of 
marking, but not everything is written in stone, there 
are always exceptions. 


We also see certain parts that are in the white (no 
finish). The follower body is in the white but the 
slide is blued. Although very faded from time and 
wear, the blue remains visible in certain areas. The 
follower is also a revision 3 assembly that was 
introduced into production in March of 1940. 


The op rod catch, accelerator and pin are also in the 
white. 


This part apparently was used a bit longer than 
previously thought. Many of the smaller parts 
are blued, such as the follower arm, bullet guide, 
follower arm pin, lower band pin, follower rod, 
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keystone springs, firing pin, extractor, and rear sight 
cover. 


The rear sight knobs show the arrow design. The 
elevation cap on 33776 shows a straight open 
arrowhead. 


Some early Gas Trap data sheets have recording 
errors like flared arrow design. Springfield Armory 
only used the flared arrowhead in preproduction 
and Model Shop design, and those arrows were 
flared inward, as opposed to the Winchester arrow 


ce E = 


where the heads are flared outward. Recent physical 
examinations of original Gas Traps have revealed 
these mistakes in details on older data sheets. The 
arrow design noted on early data sheets was the 
accepted nomenclature at the time the data sheets 
were written. We have learned so much since many 
data sheets were done, and several books were 
published. That’s called progress and research. 
Through research, we continually test the “known” 
data and correct our errors and our past theories. 
The elevation cap could not be removed to inspect 
for a drawing number because the screw head was 
damaged and extremely tight. I did not want to risk 
further damage to the screw or the cap. The cap 
should not be numbered in this serial number range 
and time frame. The windage knob shows a closed 
arrow design.

Inspection of the gas cylinder assembly shows that the 
hole in the gas cylinder plug through which the bullet 
passes has been bored out and oversized from 0.321” to 
0.375” (approximately 5/16” to 3/8”). This modification 
has been reported as done by the Marine Corps during 
1939 testing and also by Springfield Armory while 
testing before mass production started. It is unknown 
when this modification was made to 33776. 


The gas cylinder found on 33776 is a type 3 cylinder. 
The only difference between a type 2 cylinder and a 
type 3 cylinder is that the drawing number was added 
back to type 3 cylinders. 


Type 2 (L) and Type 3 (R) gas cylinders 
The type 3 cylinder was at first thought to be out of 
place with this rifle, but with further investigation and 
inspection, it is not. The first documented Gas Trap 
in the 35000 serial number range with a type 3 gas 
cylinder is 35093 and was probably assembled at 
about the same time as 33776. Receivers as early as 
29264 were being used a week later, leading to the 
conclusion that the type 3 cylinder found on 33776 is 
indeed correct, given the fact that Springfield Armory 
did not assemble M1 rifles in serial number order. 
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Approximately 48,000 rifles Gas Trap rifles were 
produced between August 1937 and July 1940. The 
Gas Trap system was redesigned a year and a half 
prior to America’s entry into World War II. Gas 
Trap rifles were not recalled, but instead were used 
until unserviceable and then were rebuilt and fitted 
with the new design that collectors now call Gas Port 
M1 rifles. During my research, I have accounted for 
approximately 50 original Gas Trap rifles known to 
exist today. Removing those that are in museums, 
located in foreign countries, or those few that have 
been destroyed leaves 37 in private collections in 
the US. The importation of 33776 has increased that 
number to 38. It was with great joy that the possibility 
to import one of the few original Gas Traps back into 
the United States was accomplished. 


After examining the rifle and documenting the 
findings, the question was whether or not to restore 
it and if so, how to go about it. First, I identified 
the probable date of the receiver as March 1940, 
then gathered data from February through April for 
comparison. Production levels were very low during 
this period, roughly 1,000 rifles per week or 200 per 
day, and I wanted to examine the months before and 
after 33776 to find if any changes in parts occurred. 


It is important to understand that these rifles were 
being produced for use in war and not as collectible 
pieces, so there may be parts found on original rifles 
that seem out of sequence with what we expect in 
a given serial number range. It is not uncommon to 
find earlier parts used in later rifles, and sometimes 
even finding later parts used in earlier serial ranges. 
Receivers were not used in order and some were 
sent back to repair machining defects, then put back 
into the line for assembly at a later date. Collectors 
should be careful when thinking that one piece isn’t 
“right” for your otherwise original rifle, it may very 
well be correct. 


Finding a complete 100% original Gas Trap is very 
rare. It is not uncommon to find a rifle that has a part 
or two changed or, in this case, missing or changed. 
I felt that 33776 would benefit from a restoration to 
help preserve its history. It is only fitting that the 
stock that was hand carved and added by Jonas be 
kept with the rifle, along with the trigger group that 
Hinrik added. My goal for restoration was to add the 
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correct stock, stock metal, handguards, and trigger 
assembly that were not on the rifle when originally 
found. A gas cylinder screw has been replaced, as 
the original one was damaged from the lake. 


The Spring 2010 GCA article stated that the bolt 
was replaced, but I talked to Hinrik about it and he 
could not remember exactly when or if the bolt was 
changed. The heat lot is correct and the finish, wear, 
and patina match the rifle, so there was no reason 
to change it. The rear sight aperture has also been 
modified, probably by a soldier. This modification 
has been seen on other early Garands and notably 
other original Gas Traps. The V-notch was probably 
cut because the young men using them were more 
accustomed to open hunting rifle sights than peep 
sights. I have not changed the aperture as I feel it is 
part of the rifle’s history. 


Study shows the stock group used from February 
through April 1940 shows no variations, but the 
trigger group components changed in April.

The stock used during this time frame is a large 
over small hole with SPG cartouche, no drawing 
number, and P proof with serifs (stock data courtesy 
of Robert Seccombe). The butt plate is a solid no- 
trap design with no number. Note the edges have no 
distinct border. Winchester butt plates have a border 
with partial diamonds in the gaps. Early numbered 


Springfield plates have a distinct border also but only That notch is in the shape of the op rod boss and not 
whole diamonds. The border was eliminated early in a straight cut. 
production at Springfield. 
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The front stock ferrule is milled and the lower band 
is grooved with no drawing number. I carefully 
selected the front stock ferrule and lower band to 
match patina, wear, and finish to the rifle and each 
other. Since these parts are right next to each other, 
not doing so would draw your eye to them as being 
mismatched and out of place.

The front handguard is of early design with a 
lip-type ferrule and Gas Trap-type spacer. The 
handguard is without a drawing number. The 
spacer I used is unmarked. The drawing number 
on the early spacer is generally found on top and 
is not visible during a routine inspection. Dirt 
that collects on top may hide any markings, but 
disassembly of the ferrule and spacer from the 
guard is not recommended. The drawing number 
had been deleted by this time. Finding any original 
Gas Trap spacer is extremely rare; they lack the 
notch on one end that provides the necessary 
clearance for the later ferrule used on Gas Port 
rifles. The lip on the later ferrule extends inward, 
requiring a notch on the spacer. Some of the last 
2 iia Gas Trap rifles produced do have the later spacer. 
The rear handguard is without the op rod clearance Both Gas Trap and Gas Port rifles were being 
cut and has a grooved clip. Early rear handguards produced at the same time from June through July 
were made without the machined clearance cut, and 1940 until the existing stock of Gas Trap parts was 


a notch was formed by the op rod striking the guard. used up. 
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Addendum 
In addendum to Jim Swartz's Navy Sights Article in 
the Fall 2021 issue of the GCA Journal, the author 
provided the following information. 
This is a standard sight that was plugged expertly, 
and the hole drilled below the center line with a 
diameter of .0595 inches. Other sights have been 


observed with the hole to the left and right of center 
to achieve MZ (mechanical zero) alignment. 
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The trigger group components changed during 
April when SA was added to the parts marks, 
although there is always an overlap in the use 
of new versions. Either would be correct for this 
restoration, but I used the earlier components. I 
found an early trigger in the white, as this was 
observed in other Gas Traps of this period. 


Each substantially original Gas Trap rifle adds 
to our understanding of these interesting early 
M1 rifles. I’m glad that I had the opportunity to 
bring this WWII rifle home and for the addition 
to our knowledge of Gas Trap rifles from the 
Spring of 1940. I am thankful that Jonas and 
Hinrik were able to recover the rifle and preserve 
it for future generations to study and enjoy. I’m 
also appreciative of the help received from the 
State Department, the ATF, and Simpson’s Ltd. 
in bringing this rifle back home.

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Anyone who owns old military surplus rifles always 
asks the question, “Is there any way to track the history 
of my rifle?” or remarks, “Boy, if this rifle could talk!” 
In certain situations, a rifle can speak to us, even if 
it is just a small part of its life. But what if we took 
it a step further? What if, a rifle had some kind of 
documentation explaining where it had been? What if 
a rifle returned to the very same grounds that it once 
served? This is a lot of “what ifs” that many rifles just 
do not have the ability to explain. However, this M1 
checks all those boxes. 
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This M1, manufactured by Harrington and Richardson 
was born in 1956 and bears the serial number 5788925. 
From that point until 1966, there is no record of what 
this rifle did or saw. The rifle has an appropriate H&R 
stock and HRA barrel dated February 1956, making it 
likely the original. The muzzle wear measures at 2, so 
it’s seen quite a bit of use, but still shoots true. The rest 
of the parts are a mix of different manufacturers, but it 
does not take away any of its beauty. What makes this 
rifle special to me is what is stamped on the heel of the 
receiver: O-66. 


O-6x is commonly known as a marking on M1 rifles 
rebuilt by the United States Marine Corps. The two 
digits following the O indicate what year the rifle was 
overhauled, this example being rebuilt in 1966. The 
O-6x was apparently used for only a small span of 
time. According to usmcweaponry.com, it has only 
been observed on the heels of M1 rifles for the years 
1964, 1965, 1966, and 1967, the most common being 
1966. U.S. small arms with proven USMC use typically 
command a premium compared to the same model that 
does not have Marine history. Many reasons probably 
play into this. The Marine Corps is the smallest branch 
of the armed forces so there are fewer Marine small 
arms on the market. The proud history of The Corps 
has also helped. When people hear Belleau Wood, 
Guadalcanal, Iwo Jima, Chosin, Khe Sahn, Hue City, 
etc., they think of the Marine Corps. Another huge 
part is the pride of being a Marine. All veterans of 
our service have the Marine Corps as part of their 
blood now, and a chance to own part of our history is 
important to us. Another thing that many collectors 
add value for is provenance. This rifle has both. 


Accompanying this rifle when it was purchased was 
a Marine Corps armorer’s hang tag. This tag has the 
rifle’s serial number, the armorer’s signature, and the 
unit to which this rifle was attached. The hang tag 
reads 2nd ITR, or 2nd Infantry Training Regiment, 
which today is School of Infantry-West. 


Our creed is “Every Marine is a rifleman.” No matter 
what your job in The Corps will be, you are first and 
foremost a rifleman. Upon completion of your 13 
weeks of recruit training at either Parris Island or San 
Diego, your next stop is the School of Infantry. There 
are two of them that teach the same curriculum, one 
located at Camp Geiger in North Carolina, and the 
other located at Camp Pendleton, California. 2nd ITR 
refers to the latter. 


According to Marine Corps History Division, 2nd ITR 
was activated in August 1951 at Camp Pendleton, a 
part of Training and Readiness Command. It was 
redesignated as Infantry Training School in March 
1972. In April 1987, it was finally redesignated 
School of Infantry-West which is now part of Training 
Command. It can be pretty safely assumed that this 
rifle served at 2nd ITR between 1966 and February 
1972, the heights of the Vietnam War. Who knows what 
the role of this rifle was while it was at 2nd ITR. As 
the saying goes, Marines make the best with the oldest 
equipment. This rifle could have been used for training 
and, when that Marine went to Vietnam, he was issued 
a brand new M14 or M16, or it could have simply been 
sitting in the armory as a reserve. A few accounts from 
Marines who went through recruit training and ITR 
during this time period have said that they were issued 


M14 rifles at the Recruit Depots but were issued M1 
Rifles at ITR. These Marines were now familiar with 
the new weapon system of the M14, but still trained at 
ITR with M1 Rifles which of course, the M14 closely 
resembles. So it is very likely that the M1’s at both of 
the ITR’s were not just “armory queens” but used for 
actual training. 


It is unknown when this particular M1 was retired 
from its military service, but certainly it has been 
decades. This rifle now lives in Southern California 
in very close proximity to Camp Pendleton. On 
October 4, 2021, this rifle returned to its old stomping 
grounds. Like many veterans who attend reunions or 
visit their old units, 5788925 has do

e the same, It was 


an overcast day, unusual for Southern California. The 
rifle was photographed on the very same ranges where 
it used to bark and send its bite. It was bringing history 
back to life sitting on the same firing line that the new 
generation of Marines were using, just like it had done 
for the old generation of Marines decades before. It 
was an emotional sight to see. The rifle had returned. 


I would like to thank the staff of School of Infantry- 
West for making this reunion possible. This rifle has 
been fired by some of the finest warriors this country 
has known. It has earned its retirement, and it will 
continue to teach anyone and everyone who is eager to 
learn, for generations to come.

A Real McCoy

Don “Mac” McCoy, a U.S. Navy veteran who 
survived Pearl Harbor was born in 1920. Mac left us 
on September 27, 2011. He was already considered the 
very best M1 Garand armorer when I started in high 
power competition in 1974 with the M1. Gus Fisher 
explained Mac’s ability this way, “Mac McCoy was 
and remains number one. The rest of us are all fighting 
for second place”. Coming from a Marine that is really 
saying something. 
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Mac worked only on MI rifles. A newspaper article 
before to Mac’s passing quoted Mac as having match 
conditioned 2,700 Garands. Some of Mac’s techniques 
even transferred to the M14’s, like the rear lug on the 
receiver. The first lugs did not use a screw from the 
stock to the back of the receiver. The screw came later 
as a second variation. In the mid 1980’s the double lug 
system for the M14 was introduced. Mac countered 
that with the triple lug system for the M1 Garand. 


A double lug system for the M1 was deemed not 
feasible, at least no one developed a way to do it. The 
lugs were fashioned from mild steel and welded to the 
receiver. The two front lugs were welded to the back 
of the front receiver legs with corresponding blocks 
inserted into the stock. The modification was not used 
for long, as Mac stated it was a lot of work and did not 
produce the expected gain in accuracy. 


Other observations on this rifle: 


Buttstock - Mac preferred oversized buttstocks from 
either Bishop or Reinhardt Fajen. Buttstocks as large as 
these still met the specifications of the DCM/NBPRP 
match rules. It is weighted with lead shot secured under 
the buttplate with two wood caps glued in place. The 
front ferrule was also glued and screwed to the stock. 
The total weight of the rifle with sling and heavy barrel 
is 13lb, 120z. There was never a rule on a weight limit. 
The clear coat finish is a product called Fullerplast 
(Fuller Paint Company’s plastic finish) sprayed on in 
multiple coats. 


Front handguard - \t was fixed to the lower barrel 
band by screws and glue. The liner was removed to 
provide more space for the op rod. 


Rear handguard - With the rear handguard there is a 
small gap measuring .006 inches between the rear of the 
handguard and the front of the receiver. Just enough to 
allow expansion from heat but not readily visible. 

Spacing Gas cylinder - With the gas cylinder the 
inside diameter of the rear ring was opened up by 


.006 inches. The gas cylinder in that location does not 
contact the barrel. Anything that touches the barrel 
creates a negative node of vibration that will affect 
accuracy. 


Stacking swivel - It was staked in place so it will not 
move. 


Lock screw - Poppet valve style; however, Mac 
preferred the single slot version when available. 
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Front sight - The height was reduced by .035 inches 
and the blade was narrowed to .058 inches. 


Barrel - It is a full-length heavy Kreiger, cal. 30-06, 
with a one in ten twist rate and four groove rifling. 
Wear measurements are a TE and ME of zero. The 
fullness of the barrel extends to the lower barrel band 
before tapering down. How that was achieved without 
the rear handguard cracking is a Don McCoy secret. 
Mac also worked with medium weight and standard 
profile barrels.

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Operating rod - The op rod makes no contact with 
anything along its’ axis of travel. This includes the 
barrel, lower barrel band, front handguard, (liner 
removed to allow more space), and the stock. 

Trigger group - The housing is marked by Don McCoy 
as shown in the photo. Trigger pull is a crisp 4.75 Ibs. 
The bedding of the trigger group into the stock is a 
three points of contact design; the tang surrounding the 
trigger itself, and again from the front of the housing 
on each side, one-half inch rearward. The clearance 


KRIEGER BARRELS 
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between the stock and the rest of the 
trigger group is .026 inches. This differs 
from the 1964 National Match Manual 
published by Springfield Armory. 


Bolt - It is serialized to the receiver and 
headspace is 1.945. That was a surprise 
as I had expected 1.941 or 1.942 for a 
match rifle. I am going to speculate here 
that might have to do with ammo quality. 
The cases should headspace at 1.939 but 
can go as large as 1.943 even for new and 
National Match ammo. 


This rifle reflects the highest level of 
match conditioning in the fitting and 
alignment of parts. Add to that a finely 
finished stock, and that makes this 
Garand a work of art so to speak. This 
is the first McCoy built rifle I have ever 
seen or had a chance to own. A rare find 
in this condition, and it will stay this way, 
Ù a work of art.

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The last several years have seen some significant 
changes to how the GCA supports its teams and 
members during the national matches at Camp Perry. 


The GCA’s Mission Statement includes “...and to 
encourage competitive and recreational safe shooting 
of the rifle.” Our goal in supporting the GCA Rifle 
Teams is to reinforce the viability of the Garand as an 
accurate platform for target shooting in national level 
rifle competition. 

Like any military service rifle, for the Garand to 
be an accurate competition rifle it must first be 
within excellent mechanical tolerances, as well 
as undergo some fine-tuning and conditioning to 
make its action true and repeatable. This is true 
whether the rifle is configured as a full-blown match 
rifle or just a finely-tuned “as-issued” rifle for the 
JCG Matches. 

An often-overlooked and much more difficult part of 
shooting the M1 in competition is the development of 
a sound shooting position that allows the competitor to 
mitigate the effects of recoil. The rifle has a tendency 
to expose a poor position due to the driving force 
of the .30 caliber kick. To shoot the M1 rifle

to match shooting. Unfortunately, these great matches 
do not fully encapsulate the vision of the level of 
shooting that the GCA wants to promote.

Internet chat boards. Exceptions have been made in special cases where exposure was limited and unlikely to 
have been read by most GCA members. Email your plain text draft without formatting, bullets, headers of footers in 
MS Word.

As an author, you will receive an advance copy of the GCA Journal by First Class Mail, and you will receive your 
regular copy as part of the normal distribution. You may not use the advance copy to purchase items from the 
Marketplace until the membership receives it via regular mailing. Members who have an article published in the GCA 
Journal will receive one year added to their membership.
